HIS GLOWING LITERATURE BAIT 


New York, Dec. 20.—[Spectal.]—Postoffice 
inspectors today arrested eight of the offi- 
cers and directors of the Sterling Debenture 
company. For years this company has been 
selling stock for which large claims have 
been made. One of the Indicted directors 
was not taken into custody, but probably 
wili be in a day or so. 

The men arrested in this city are Frank 
W. Shumaker, Samuel E. Findlay, Harry 
H. Piatt, Sidney Rosenbaum, an attorney, at 
22 William street; Elwyn A. Barron and 
Wilbur M. Stone, a patent attorney. George 
H. M. Middlebrooks, former president, was 
arrested in Chicago, and Frank C, Winchell 
was taken in Brookfield, Mass. 

Shumaker, who was secretary when the 
company was started and later became presi- 


dent, a position which he held during most 


of the sales of Oxford Linen company stock, 
was held in $10,000 bail in default of which 
he was sent to the Tombs. The others, ex- 
cept Stone, gave $5,000 bail. Stone furnished 
$2.500 bail. 

The man yet to be arrested is Benjamin 
Mudge, who is in Brookfield, Mass., where 
the Oxford Linen mills has its factory, 


Charge Misuse of Mails. 


‘The charge against the seven men, and 
which will be made against the two yet to 
be arrested, is fraudulent use of the maile 
in connection with selling stock in the Oxford 
Linen oom ny of Brookfield, Mass, a Maine 
corporation, Which has a capitalization of 
$18,000,000. . : 

The government has found a number of 

persons, among whom is H. A. Hoffman, 300 
Courthouse, Bloomington, Hl, to whom the 
Sterling company sent letters which, the gov- 
ernment alleges, were for the purpose of 
fraud in making fraudulent Claims about the 
Oxford Linen company. 
The Sterling people have pushed many 
companies before they got hold of the Ox- 
ford Linen mills, which was the outcome of 
an invention planned by Benjamin Mudge, 
an expert chemist. 

Mudge's dream was to invent a way by 
which the American flax straw could be 
turned into linen, which would mean that he 
could make linen much cheaper than it could 
be imported. He needed money to keep work- 
ing on his invention, and so the Oxford Linen 
company was organized. 


Pays Only One Dividend. 

After the stock selling got fairly under way 
the Oxford company bought a mill in Brook- 
field, Mass., out of what it got for its own 
stack, and began to operate. In the third 
quarter of that year the company declared 
al per cent dividend, which took about $4,400 
out ofits treasury. It has not paid a dividend 
since, although it is now running, making 
linen out of imported flax. 

Middlebrook was president of the com- 
pany: When Shumaker took hold of ita year 
ago he retired, and Shumaker became presi- 
dent. Some months ago Shumaker left the 
company to become fiscal agent of the Tele- 
post, which for a long time was pushed by 
the Sterling Debenture cqmpany. / 

Since Shumaker got out Barron has been 
president. He is the writer who is responsi- 
ble for much of the glowing literature which 
the company sent to those on its mailing list. 
For years he was dramatic critic of the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean. 

Postoffice Inspector G. G. Kimball, one of 
the men who did the investigating for the 
government, said today that the Sterling 
Debenture company itself has earned $10,- 
000,000 since 1906 through its commissions 
for selling stock in companies which did not 
have anything like the success foreseen for 
them in the literature sent out for stock 
selling purposes. 


Promoted Many Companies. 

Inspector Kimball named the following 
companies for which the debenture concern 
gold stock: a 

The Telegraphone company, capitalized for 
$5,000,000, which was a great money maker 
for a time, but not for purchasers of stock; 
the Dictagraph company, which also failed 
to pay the large dividends promised to stock- 
holders; the Washington Securities company, 
capitalized at $2,500,000; the Bartica com- 
pany, capitalized at $2,000,000, which claimed 
title to 14,500 acre sof land in British Guinea, 
on which it was planned to make $1,344,0w 
a year profit; the International Lumber com- 
pany, and the O’Brien Electric Light com- 
pany. : 

Chief Inspector Warren W xon, in 
charge of the local division of the ; tofflce 
inspectors, saye the Sterling company had 
done more than any of the stock selling com- 
panies. which Have already got into trouble. 
It hae done twice the business of the Burr

BIG FORGERY IN PAY CHECKS 
FOUND BY MISSOURI PACIFIC. 


Rail Officials Summon Secret Service 
Men to Unravel Fraud Which May 
Mount Into Thousands,

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 20.—[Special.})— 
Secret service operatives from all parts of 
the central west have been hastily sum- 
moned to Kansas City, Mo., during the 
last twenty-four hours, following the dis- 
covery of a gigantic forgery in the pay 
checks of the Missouri Pacific Railroad. 

It is believed the forgers have worked 
simultaneously along the entire Missouri Pa- 
cific since Dec. 15, which was the last pay 
day. If so the innocent cashiers of pay checks 
have been victimized out of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. Inside of a few hours $1,- 
100 of the bad paper was discovered in Kan- 
gas City alone. 

Except for the figures used in numbering 
the bad checks they are almost impossible 
of detection. The use of a smaller numeral 
revealed the forgery which otherwise might 
have @0me undetected for many days longer.

CAUGHT ALONEAT NOON HOUR 


Joseph H. Logue, an eccentric old diamond 
merchant was murdered at noon yesterday 
in his offices on the third floor of the Me- 
Vicker Theater building on Madison street. 
His face was burned with acid. He was 
stabbed sixteen times. He was shot once 
with a steel jacketed bullet from an auto- 
matic revolver. A ball of tightly compressed, 
silk, apparently torn from a petticoat, was 
jammed into his open mouth and fastened 
there with a tape tied to the back of his 
head. There were no witnesses to the crime. 

At almost exactly the stroke of midnight, 
twelve hours after the crime, two men and 


two women were taken before Capt. John J. 


Halpin in his little room in the detective 
headquarters. One of the men was a convict 
with a reward offered for his capture. The 
other man looked bad, but the police could 
not place him. The women were blondes, 


|\flashy, berouged, dressed in flaring colors. 


Almost immediately the women were seques 
tered. 

The four had been taken into Gustody by 
James Markham, secretary of the detective 
bureau, and Detectives Hart, O Keefe, O' Con- 
nor, Monaghan, Farrelly, and Cooney. 


„They're the Men.” 

The men were ordered to sit. Capt. Hale 
pin beckoned to Markham, who stepped to a 
door and called to some one in an inner 
room. A man of imposing appearance came 
out. 

Well?“ asked the captain. 

They re the men,“ said the stranger. 

The h——l you say,“ came from the pris- 
‘oners, detectives, and reporters in chorus. 

Are you positive about this?” asked the 
captain. ‘‘ We don't want you to make any 
1.istake about this.“ 

Jam positive,” replied the stranger. “I 
don't think I can be mistaken. Of course & 
was but a glance I caught of them. I never 
have seen either of them before this after- 
noon. I would like to sleep over this and 
come back tomorrow, but I will say that to 
the best of my dellef these are the men I 
saw on the third floor of the McVicker 
building at about the time of the murder to- 
day.“ 

Identified by Man from Montana. 

“Who are you, anyway?“ asked a cub re 
porter who was not lacking in aplomb. 

“My name,“ sald the stranger, “is F. A. 
Carnal. My home is Havre, Mont. 

“TI am stopping at the La Salle hotel. I 
have been prosecuting attorney of Hill coun- 
ty, Montana, and am now a member of the 
state legislature. It is because I have served 
as a prosecutor that I realize the full ree 
sponsibility of what I am saying. 

J came here on business and entered the 
theater building thinking I was in the First 
National bank building. I did not discover 
my mistake until I had reached the third 
floor and there was attracted for a moment 
by two men near the landing. One of them 
pulled his cap down over his eyes when I 
glanced at him.” 

“Who are the prisoners?”

One of these men, sald Capt. Halpin, 
“is one of the most desperate criminals of 
modern times. His name is Clyde Stratton. 
I have here a description of him, with a re- 
ward offer. 


Stratton’s Police Description. ~ 


The captain read: 

Clyde Stratton, escaped from the Ohio 
penitentiary Oct. 13, 1911. Received from 
Willams county Dec. 2, 1910, to serve five 
years for burglary. Age, 29 when re- 
ceived. Weight, 156 pounds. Hair, dark 
chestnut. Complexion, medium dark. 
Eyes, maroon. Nativity, Pennsylvania. 
Occupation, electrician. Good education. 

Had three letters, Beta Theta Pi,” on 
inner left forearm. Had mole on the back 
of neck. Fifty dollars reward offered. 
“This man escaped from Columbus pen 

tentiary several years ago,” said the cap- 
tain. We caught him. We had a charge 
against him here and he was lodged in the 
county jall. One day Jailer Davies inter- 
cepted a revolver and some saves going to 
his cell. He was taken out and searched.

Story. Told by Office Boy. 

To Capt. Halpin the office boy said: 

When I came back from dinner the door 
of the office was locked and the curtain was 
down. I opened the door with a key. The 
room was dark and I noticed the window 
shades were down, too. I put up one of the 
shades but I didn’t see Mr. Logue. I won- 
dered where he was and I went over and 
looked behind the counter. Then I saw him 
lying on his back on the floor. I saw blood 
on his face and I ran and told Some people 
that Mr. Logue was killed.’ 

Coroner’s Physician W. H. Burmeister 
found sixteen knife wounds and one bullet 
wound in his examination of the body, which 
Was made under the personal direction of 
Coroner Hoffman. Two stabs disemboweled 
the victim. Another severed the jugular 
vein. Two long incisions in the scalp, which 
first gave the impression the skull had been 
fractured, were found not to have touched 
the bone. The face was badly. olistered above 
PATE ME — — Fa EO 
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and below the right eye by the carbolic acid. 
A slight burn in the palm of the left hand 
indicated the diamond dealer had placed his 
hand over his eye for protection. The right 
thumb was almost severed by a cut, prob- 
ably inflicted when Logue grasped the knife 
with which he was attacked. 

The bullet wound was at the top of the 
right shouker. After looking at the hole, 
which was powder marked, an expert 
stated the shot must have been fired while 
Logue was in a sitting posture or kneeling on 
the floor. He said it would have been im- 
possible for the murderer to have shot Logue 
in that manner while he was standing, The 
bullet, which was steel covered, passed 
around a joint and downward. It was lo- 
cated in the muscles of the back about ten 
inches below the shoulder blade. 

Dr. Burmeister safd the abdominal wounds 
would have been sufficient to have caused 
death and that Logue would have died any. 
way from loss of blood. 

The coroner called the mutilation “ fanati- 
éal.”” He swore tn a jury, which looked at 
the body, and the inquest was postponed in- 
éefinitely.

Wigmaker Gives a Clew. 

Thirty detectives last night searched the 
city fortwosuspects. Parlier in the day they 
had gone through the McVicker building ask- 
ing the occupants if they had seen any suspil- 
cious characters within the last few days. 
From Jules Crest, in the wig shop on the third 
floor, they learned he had two customers the 
day before who aroused his suspicions. The 
description he gave tallies with that of the 
two seen loitering in the building in the morn- 
ing. Mr. Crest said the men purchased wigs 
and putty from him and asked questions re- 
garding their use which revealed to him they 
were not of the profession.“ 

About 4 o’clock in the afternoon detectives 
were surprised by a telephone call from a 
man who gave the name of J. T. Buttons, 
1104 South Wabash avenue. He said he had 
heard of the murder and only a week ago 
had left $300 worth of diamonds with Logue.

URGES SMALL TAX COURT. 


Should Have Appellate Power Over 
County Boards, He Says. 


Gov. Elect Edwerd F. Dunne cume out 
squarely and strongly ast night for imme- 
diate initiative and referendum in IMnois. 

He told the members of the revived Public 
Policy league at the City club he stands for a 
policy of amending the constitution without 
delay topermit the initiative and referendum. 
He said he was opposed to permitting any 
other proposed amendment to have right of 
way over it, not even the proposition of 
amending the amending clause so more than 
one article could be amended at a given 
election. 


Steal March on I. and R. Men. 

Mr. Dunne said the Civic federation had 
stolen a march on the friends of the Initia- 
tive and referendum by having secured an 
affirmative vote in November on the proposed 
amendment to the revenue article by way 
of the Mttle ballot. But he sald he consid- 
ered the two votes cast by the people in favor 
of initiative and referendum ae paramount 
to the revenue vote. 

He said the revenue difficulty could be 
smoothed over until the next legizlature, at 
least, by an enactment by the new legislature 
abolishing the board of equalization and 
authorizing the selection of a state tax court. 
Mr. Dunne said his idea is that the tax court 
should be a small and wieldy body with ap- 
pellate jurisdiction over the board of review 
ot Cook county and other counties, and which 
would sit continuously at Springfield in open 
session and have full power in tax assessing. 

This, Mr. Dunhe said, would alleviate the 
immediate protest against the present tax- 
ing system and possibly would do away with 
the necegsity of general revision of the reve- 
nue article. He said if the initiative and 
referendum came along it would help to solve 


many troubles charged up to a time worn 
constitution. 


Thinks I. and R. Dominant. 

“I considered the initiative and referen- 
dum the dominant issue in the iate cam- 
palign, Mr. Dunne said, “and I propose to 
do everything in my power to see that the 
will of the people as expressed twice at the 
polls is made fundamental law of the state.” 

Mr. Dunne was preceded by Miss Margaret 
Haley and by W. B. Owens, president of the 
Chicago Normal school. Miss Haley bitter- 
ly attacked the prpposed vocational school 
system as an effort of the “ interests” to 
keep a hold on children needed in the manu- 
facturing industries. 

Mr. Owens said the time for legislation in 
Illinois on the subject has not arrived and 
that a commission should be appointed to 
study the particular needs of Illinois.

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WIN POLICE FIGHT 


After Hot Debate Have “En- 
force All Laws” Cut Out of 
Part of Ordinance. 


MEASURE VICTOR 10 TO 1. 


Council Committee Recommends 


Its Passage When Changes 
Have Been Made. 


The United Societies came out last night in 
the open against the progressive sections of 
the new police reorganization ordinance, and 
after a sharp fight before the council commit- 
tee on schools, fire, police, and civil service 
succeeded in weakening the measure te a 
marked degree. The measure finally was rec- 
ommended for passage by a vote of 10 to 1 and 
will go to the council next Monday. 

Chief Bailiff A. J. Cermak of the Municipal 
court and former State Senator Cyril Jandus 
appeared before the committee as the cham- 
pions for the Societies. In the hot debate Mr. 
Cermak made remarks which were construed 
as threate by some of the aldermen. 


Cermak Fights Regulation.“ 

He finally asserted that he was opposed 
to any morals regulation and agaifist the 
creation of a civilian deputy superintendent 
of police to supervise a check on conditions. 
When the bailiff saw he could not go so far 
as to have this part of the ordinance elimi- 
nated he became more modest in his de- 
mands. The net result of the attack, how- 
ever, Was to leave many sections full of gen- 
eralities which before the fight had been 
specific in their terms. . 

Inspection of dance halle and enforcement 
of “all laws” was opposed by the former 
alderman because, he said, bis Societies held 
‘public dances and were fearful! that all 
laws meant the enforcement of the statutes 
regarding. liquor selling. 

Several sections concerning morals inspec- 
tlon were changed to suit the United Socie- 
ties’ representative and the phrase “ en- 
forcement of ali laws was eliminated in 
some places, but left untouched in others. 

The climax of the debaie came during a 
discussion of the duties of the Imspectors of 
morals. Ald. Cullerton had just attacked 
the entire morals supervision part of the 
measure as unnecessary and dangerous. 


Aldermen in Clash. 

*“‘ Ald. Cullerton says that the police can 
do all that is suggested to be done under 
the civilian deputy superintendent,”’ said 
Ald. Block. I think the aldermen have a 
right to say how some of these things shall 
be done. This ordinance will not change the 
liberal policy of Chicago's government. It 
contains nothing the United Societies could 
object to. 

We don't care what you do,” Mr. Cermak 

retorted hotly. ‘We're going to reraert to 
our’ societies. We're going to say we have 
come here and told you the situation and 
that it's going to make trouble if you go 
ahead with this. We're organized for a pur- 
pose. 
The mayor tells us there is no danger. 
but we're afraid this second deputy has been 
put in there for some other purpose than 
comes. out. :

Old Doff Case Disposed Of.

Indictments being returned by the present 
grand jury are numbered higher than 99,800.

Doff is now on the sheriff’s pay roll and as- 
signed aa the persona! bailiff of County Judge 
Owens. 

The indictment nearly eighteen years ago 
charged that Doff committed perjury in 
swearing as a juror that he was a whole- 
sale rectifier, whereas he was not.

The German industrial school is by no; - 
means a place.where trade alone is taught. 
The German trade school usually is a broad 
educational institution in which training 
is given in geography, in history, and in the 
theoretical sciences which are connected 
with the industries. 


For Making of Good Citizens. 

All this is good, but it should be remem- 
bered this is not the kind of a school which is 
advocated by many of those who are inter- 
ested in simply producing efficient workers. 
For example, one of the most vigorous advo- 
cates of the manufacturers’ program re- 
cently discussed as a good example of indus- 
trial education a school which gives one 
hour a week of training to apprentices. 

Now one hour a week is not the sort of 
training which is given in the German s- 
tem, and it is not the kind of tralning that 
can be tolerated in this country. The fact Is 
that the program of the manufacturers needs 
to be enlarged so a5«to include ail of the peo- 
ple, and so as to make it perfectly clear that 
the school system is not- organized for the 
purpose merely of producing workers. 

It is organized for the purpose of giving 
the best training to an individual, so that 
he may go into his work qualified to make a 
good citizen of himself as well as to make 
a good artisan. 


~*~ 
No Separate System Needed. 

The changes in the course of study which | 
are necessary for this broader progress are 
9 reading in the fifth grade, | 
changes jn arithmetic, changes such that 
natural science shall have more and more 
of an opportunity to be introduced into the 
early years of the elementary school.

General Education Vital. 

Attention ought also to be drawn.to the.

Rather than Toliow this example, we should 
take all of the energy that is now being de- 
voted to the discussion of industrial educa- 
tion, and we should apply it to the enlarge 
ment of the sixth, seventh, and eighth 
grades, so that these shall serve for all boys 
and girls the natural purposes of enlarged 
education, and at the same time shall give 


them an equipment for the industrial life 


into which they are sure to enter. 

This can be done in a way to satisfy the 
manufacturers, who are properly critical of 
our present educational system. It can be 
done in such a way as to recognize agri- 
culture in the country schools. 

It catz de done in such a way as to save 
all that is good in the common schools. 

The best legislation that can be adopted 
is legislation Which will make for an im- 
proved and enlarged common school, not a 
divided system, with competing and dupli- 
cating schools.

No Formal Peace Conference. 

The Balkan peace delegates enjoyed the 
hospitaMty of the lord mayor of London 
at a mansion, house luncheon, a function 
which ts tradftiqnally given in honor of mem- 
bers of foreign. misgions, representatives of 
friendly navies, and former presidents of re- 
publics who visit London. 

The peace delegates mingied in the most 
friendly fashion, partock of the famous 
mansion house turtle soup, and listened to 
an optimistic speech by Premier Aequith.

Allow Greeke in Parley. 

The sublime porte has empowered its en- 
voye to include the Greek delegates in the 
negotiations for peace, and a messenger with 
the documents containing this decision is ex- 
pécted to réach London tomorrow. 

Dispatches received here from Constantino- 
ple say the Turks are confident they now oc- 
cupy a better military position toward the 
Greeks than when the negotiations began and 
that Turkey now would not sign an armistice 
with them, even if the Greeks requested it. 


Predict $400,000,000 Loans. 

The Eeonomist notifies financiers and in- 
vestors to expect in the coming year loans 
totaling $400,000,000 with which to repair the 
losses caused by the war and the mobiliza- 
tions in Russia, Austria, and Italy. 

The newspaper estimates the cost of the 
war at $175,000,000, using as a basis of reck- 
ening the fact that there are 1,090,000 men 
under arms-—400,000 Turks, 300,000 Bulgars, 
200,000. Bervians, 150,000 Greeks, and 40,000 
Montenegrins—at an average expense of 10 
shillings daily per man.

MONKS HONOR GREEKS’ QUEEN| NOTABLES CLASH | 


Rule Said to Have Existed 1,500 | 


Years Waived in Her Favor. 


OLGA TO VISIT HOLY MOUNT. 


Legend Declares No Woman Except 
Virgin Mary Ever Was There. 


VIENNA, Dec, 21.—The Neues Tagblatt's 
Athens correspondent says queen Olga of 
Greece intends to visit the twenty-one mon- 
asteries on Mount Athos, eighty miles south- 
east of Saloniki, thus breaking the rule for- 
bidding women to vigit the sacred mountain, 
which had been strictly observed for 1,500 
years. 

“The monks on the mountain,“ says the 
correspondent, on many occasions have 
refused to permit royal ladies to vistt them. 

Reason for Rescinding Rule. 

“They always excused theanselves behind 
the legend that the Virgin Mary with her 
infant Christ visited the mountain and no 
woman had been allowed to do so since. 

But now that the Greeks have conquered 
the territory and the king and queen pro- 
posed a visit to the mountain, the monks 
summoned their council and decided that 
they had no course but te rescind the rule.“ 


Many of the Monks Hermits. 

Mount Athos, or the Holy mountain, was 
the center of Greek theology and learning 
in the middle ages, and many masterpieces 
of ancient Greek Uterature gtill remain ip 
the Hbraries there. The Turkien government 
gives the monks almost complete autonomy. 

Aside from the twenty-one monasteries on 
the mountain there are numerous grottoes, 
cells and chapels. The monk population 
numbers several thousand. Many of them 
are hermits and live in caves,

Mr. Churchill in reply said Lord Charies 
Beresford had made a number of insinuations 
of a gross character.

Mr. Churchill said he had written to Ad- 
miral Bridgeman, insisting on his resigna- 
tion solely on account of the admiral's 
health, which made him incapable of ade- 
quately fulfilling his duties.

IN HONOR OF REID’S MEMORY. 
Members of Royalty Among Those Pres- 


ent at Last Ceremonies for American 
Envoy, 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—The memorial sérvice 
for the late Ambassador Whitelaw Reid, cele- 
brated today in Westminster abbey, was an 
impressive ceremony. The honor of such a 
service in Great Britain's most historic cathe- 
dral has on only few occasions been accorded 
to any but British subjects of great distinc- 
tion. 

Royalty, the government, and every class 
of public life, together with the artistic and 
literary worlds, were represented in the con- 
grega tion of 2,500. 

The archbishops of Canterbury and York, 
in their robes of scarlet and white, with the 
Rt. Rev. Herbert Edward Ryle, dean of 
Westminster abbey, in black and gold, offi- 
elated in the service.

It 
will be of brick and cement construction and 
of fireproof design throughout. 

A proposition to build nearer the pond hole 
met with little favor and the next house will 
occupy the site of the old building, but will 
extend farther east to a point near the exist- 
ing water tank.

He does not make it plain whether he in- 
tends that correspondents received by him 
shall have full Mberty to put within quo- 
tation marks anything he says to them, or 
whether he means that statements coming 
formally from the White House will avoid 
the circumlocution of the third person and 
80 directly to the point with the ee 
44 1 * 6 

A fair interpretation of Mr. Wilson's re- 
marks is that he intends to give the corre- 
ependents the license of quoting him, and 
that, it is to be feared, may prove a dan- 
gerous innovation. 

The immunity which presidents have en- 
joyed with respect to quotation marks has 
not so much protected. the dignity of the 
office as it has guarded against indiscre- 
tion. a | 

It way be presumed that the correspond- 
ents Ww. "ld use the privilege as carefully 
and scri; “ously as could be desired of 
responsible ‘Men. Mr. Wilson also might 
take every precaution against impulsiveness 
and present himself guardedly at every in- 
terview, and in spite of discretion on one 
hand and caution on the other extreme 
damage be done by the t quotation of 
the president of the United States. 

The method may appeal to Mr. Wilson as 
democratic and ae befitting the chief execu- 
tive of such a nation as the republic. Demo- 
cratic it may be, but dangerous it is apt 
to be. Foreign policies must come largely 
into the interviews the president gives, and 
the direct quotation of his views, no mat- 
ter how discreetly given and scrupulously 
recorded, always will contain the element 
of danger. 

It is a simple protection never to have 
the president on record in this fashion. It 
guards himself against error that the re- 


porter might make. It guards him against 


error that he might make. The rule which 
protects the president in this regard and 
which has governed the correspondents at 
Washington and the papers throughout the 
country is based on sound judgment. 

Theodore Roosevelt, characterized by 
fondness for emphatic statement, realized 
fully the protection which the rule afforded, 
He would have been obliged not to talk 
at all if what he said were free for quota- 
tion. He either would have remained silent, 
or on several occasions the foreign policy 
of the United States would haye been ex- 
tremely embarrassed. 

President Taft has relaxed the rule to 
a greater extent than his predecessors and 


e | has accustomed the people to the direct ex- 


pression of the views of the executive, but 
even in his case the statement nearly al- 
“ways has been formal and evidently con- 
sidered. Mr, Taft seldom permits himself 
to say bluntly what he thinks and for that 
reason he did not feel the need of the pro- 
hibitory rule so much as Mr. Roosevelt, who 
is aceustomed to saying precisely what he 
thinks. 7 

There need be no doubt of Mr. Wilson's 
discretion, but if he contemplates offering 
himself for free interviewing be is creating 
& situation bound to be dangerous, It is 
to be hoped that he means to do no such 
thing. The relations of the responsible cor- 
respondents with the White House have 
been wholesomely and usefully democratic, 
permitting an authoritative news service 
without embarrassment to the government. 

The indiscretions of members of congress 
frequently are annoying enough to Ameri- 
enn policies and one lapse on the part of a 
president might do enormous damage.

SEALS IN THE COUNTRY. 

T has been several years since the 
general assembly in Illinois passed the 
Glackin law, thereby giving county 
boards the right te make provision 

for the care of consumption. In ‘one 

way or another, a few counties have takep 
advantage of this law to a limited ex-. 
tent and a few cities have availed them- 
selves of power given them in other ways. 

Cock county has maintained a tubercu- 

losis hospital for fourteen years and 
Chicago is building one at present. Lake 
county bas paid some part of the ex- 
penses of consumption residents of that 
county in the Lake County Tuberculosis 
institute. Within the last month Kane 
eounty ha& set aside $5,000 for the care 
of its consumptives for one year. Rock 
Island veted favorably upon the proposi- 
tion but, through some legal tangles, noth- 
ing has been accomplished. Peoria has 
taken over a part of the work done 
ee by the nee society. 


4 few county ab ha ve voted ad- 
versely on propositions to provide for their 
consumptives. The great majority of the 
counties of the state have never consid- 
ered the matter. \ 

A bulletin entitled “Ohio and Its Tu- 
bereulosis Problem shows that IIlinois 
conditions are about on a par with those 
of other states. Ohio is asking the legia- 
lature of the state to make an appropria- 
tion of £50,000 to be spent on dispensaries, 
nurses, a tuberculosis survey, relief meas- 
ures, and educational efforts in the main 
in the smaller cities and rural communi- 
ties. It is in the ‘towns and the country 
communities that most trouble is found 
in interesting people. 

The Crusader says the most important 
result of the sale of Christmas seals is 
the interest in the subject of tuberculosis 
excited thereby. They say that more 
work for consumptives is done, more con- 
sumption is discovered, the nurses an4 
dispensaries have more (0 do, disinfection 
is more frequently sought than in any 
other period of the year. The educgtional 
result of the sale of seals is as great as or 
greater than that made possible by use 
of the funds raised. 

Seals can be obtained anywhere in 
the country. In most county seats there 
are local committees with seals on sale 
at the postoffice or some drug store, if 
not at every drug store. In case any one 
cannot find such a selling place, I am 
sure any physician requested will com- 
mitnicate with the state headquarters or 
with the nearest local 3 Seventye 
seven per cent of the total anbunt received 
is spent in doing consumption work in the 
neighborhood where it is raised. The 
remainder is diyided between the State 
society and the American Red Cross.

England for the first time considerg 


it to be his bounden duty to visit the © 


Tower of London, it may be of\nter- 

est to call attention to the appoint- 
ment of Charles Houlkes of St. John’s col- 
lege, Oxford, and of the ancient Denbigh- 
shire family of that name, of Eriviatt and 
of Gresford place, in that county, to be the 
curator of the armories of that ancient 
stronghold of the metropolis of the British 
empire. 

He takes the place of Viscount Dillon, 
who retires at the end of the present months 
atter @ tenure of office of some seventeen 
years, during the course of which time he 
has reorganized the entire collection of an- 
cient armor, eliminating therefrom a most 
extraordinary quantity of shams. 

Lord Dillon relieved the collection of the 
headsman's ax long shown as having done 
duty at the execution of Queen Anne Boleyn, 


| proving it to be a swindle, since Anne was 


beheaded with a sword and not with an ax. 

Then he took the armor suits, one by one, 
and demonstrated that the familiar lay fig- 
ures, hundreds of them mounted, were most 
ridiculously arrayed in pieces of armor 
manufactured in different centuries and at 
different epochs, and that the weapons de- 
scribed as having been the spoil of the Span- 
ish armada could never have figured as 
part of the equipment of the great fleet of 
King Philip of Spain. 

By the time that he had compléted his 
work of reorganization the collection pre- 
sented a different appearance. While many 
familiar features were missing, having been 
consigned to the scrap heap as frauds even 
more flagrant than that of Queen Anne 
S alleged ax, the exhibition of armor 
in the Tower of Londen has the merit today 
of being absolutely correct and in every 
sense of the word ore 


Lord Dillon is recdinided as the greatest 

authority on ancient armor now living. He 
is also president of the Royal Society of Anti- 
quaries in England, a trustee of the National 
Portrait gallery and of the British museum, 
and a former officer of the army. 
Me has been a frequent visitor to Canada 
and. the United States, and among the treas- 
ures of his ancestral home at Ditchley park, 
in Oxfordshire, are a number of flint im- 
plements found on the site of the town in 
Virginia which takes its name of Ditchley 
from his country seat. 

It was while visiting Ditchley, Va., some 
thirty years ago or more, that he made the 
acquaintance of the Canadian girl, Miss 
Julia Stanton, daughter of Isaae Brock 
Stanton of the dominion civil service, Who 
became his wife. 

He has royal blood in his veins, for among 


his ancestors is Lady Litchfield, the illegiti- 


mate daughter of Charles I. She was, in- 
deed, one of the former chatelaines of Ditch- 
ley park, in Oxfordshire, where all her royal 
father’s confidential correspondence with her 
is still preserved in an antique, iron bound 
chest.

The Constitutional Convention. 1

The University of IHinots, Dec. 10. Editor 
of The Tribune.]—In support of your pro- 
posal to call a constitutional convention te 
revise the state constitution of LUlinois, it 
may be worth while to call the attention of 
your readers to some edditional facts ifus- 
trating the need for important changes in the 
constitution and to some of the serious di ffi- 
culties in the way of securing changes by the 
amendment of the present constitution. 

When the constitution of 1870 was adopted 
it placed IMinois in the lead arnong the states 
in the movements of that time for political re- 
forms. But since then, while the constitution 
of Illinols has remained substantially un- 
changed, other states have made large and 
fundamental alterations in their constitu- 
tions. Relatively IMinois has retrograded 
in the political advances of these times, not 
only in comparison with the newer states of 
the far west but even in comparison with 
the neighboring states of the middle west and 
some at least of the eastern states. 

Since 1870 only seven minor amendments 
have been adopted to the IiNnois constitution 
of 1870. During that period the state of 
Michigan adopted no less than thirty amend 
ments to its constitution, and in 1908 adopted 
a revised constitution with many additional 
changes. Since 1000 more than thirty amend- 
ments have been submitted for ratification in 
Missouri and more than half of them have 
been Both Wisconsin and Minne 
eota have adopted numerous amendments to 
their state constitutions. In the present year 
Ohio has adopted thirty-six amendments to 
its constitution, submitted by the recent con- 
siitutional convention in that state. Even 
eastern states, like New York, and many of 
the southern states, have revised their state 
constitutions and adopted important amend- 
ments during the last twenty years. 

In fact, Illinois now ranks with Indiana as 
one of the states whose constitution is must 
difficult of amendment, and where the small- 
est amount of ehange has been made in recent 
umes. 

To “Some persons the adoption of a few 
amendments in this state may seem to ind- 
Cate the possibility of further changes by 
that method. But a brief examination will 
show litthe prospect in that direction. Five 
of the seven amendments were adopted be- 
fore 1890, under a system of voting on amegd- 
ments now obsolete, by which an affirmative 
vote on proposed amendments was printed on 
the party ballots, so that every one who cast 
a pallot without scratching this part of the 
ballot unconsciously voted yes on proposed 
amendments. (See article on The Working 
of the State Wide Referendum in Itlincis,’’ 
in American Political Science Review for 
August, 1911.) Since the adoptian of the offi-

order and manner given or the cake will not 
possess the peculiar favor which constitutes 
its excellence. Make a batter as above and 
divide into two parts. In one add raising, 
citron, spices. Butter a long deep tin and 
turn the light batter imto one end and 
into the other that with the fruit. When 
baked you can cut three kinds of cake, a Ught 
loaf, marble cake, and fruit cake.

N amusing novelty, as new in style and 

material as in presentation, was given 

its American premiere at yesterday 

@fternoon’s Thomas orchestra concert. 

The variety of interpretations of anima) 
cries and peculiarities which Joseph Guetay 
Mraczek has 
burleske, after “Max und Moritz,” suggests 
classification in the zodlogical school of melody. 
“whatever be the traces of the harmonic school 
represented. As a matter of fact, the harmony 
showed a blend of traces from both Strauss and 
Debussy. 

The burleske, of course, was not intended se- 
riously. As a work of genuine humor and good 
nature, with here and there a satiric shot at the 
spirit of motif composition, it is a masterpiece 
and can easily bear repetition in later popular 
programs. So ludicrous that many of its. pas- 
sages brought grins to the orchestra as well 
as the audience, it appears to have established 
@ precedent as the day's “ symphony.” 

Mraczek is a Bohemian violinist of recent 
development, now teaching at Brünn. His pub- 
lished works are limited to a recent opera, 
“Der Traum,” and a few studies for pianoforte 
and strings, with incidental music for the play 
“Kismet.” As basis for his symphony bur- 
leske he chose the humorous collection of 
child's stories written by Wilhelm Busch and 
achieving a deal of popularity in Germany.

The Busch stories concern the surprising 
activities of Max and Moritz, two German boys 
of amazing ingenuity in annoying their peace- 
ably inclined elders. The musical composition 
follows the order of the book, giving a prologue 
with the mischievous boys’ motif, their six 
“pranks” in rapid sequence, and an epilogue. 

Thus the first prank, showing the juveniles’ 
escapade of decoying four prize fowls to their 
fate by inducing them to swallow crusts of 
bread fastened together with strings, intro- 
duces the masterful call of the rooster, the 
confident, properly humble remarks of the three 
hens, and the startled flapping of their wings 
when the plot is discovered, somewhat late. 

There is the placid, satisfied humming of 
the schoolmaster as he lights his powder-loaded 
pipe—succeeded by the violent double fortis- 
simo of the explosion and the delighted chatter 
of Max and Moritz. The prank of placing a 
| generous assortment of June bugs in the bed 
of Uncle Fritz gives occasion for a discon- 


certing realism in the tremolo which indicates | 


the bugs’ rn er of exploring activity. 
As the outraged Uncle Fritz starts his defense 
there is another ridiculous satire on the motif 
‘spirit—here the death song of the dying bugs. 

The final prank was an unhappy choice for 
the boys, as it ends in their being tossed irco 
a grain hopper and permanently disposed of 
by being fed piecemeal at the other end of the 
hopper to the miller’s ducks. The epilogue. sug- 
gests the composer’s lack of sympathy for the 
young imps, who probably should have been 
disposed of long before, anyway, for it must 
be recorded that here, for the first time, the 
schoolmaster,’ Uncle Fritz, and the owner of 
the fowl, along with other elderly victims, show 
signs of their joy, a-renewed confidence that, 
after all, this is a good world.

The monument to the memory of the 
soldiers from IIIinois who were buried 
here during the progress of the civil war 
Was unveiled today. 

Gov. Deneen of Illinois, his staff, many prom- 
inent citizens of Illinois, a large party of vet- 
erans from the state, some of whom had served 
in the prison where their comrades. had died, and 
representatives of the United States govern- 


ment were at the ceremonies, 


The Illinois monument is one of the hand- 
somest of the many which now dot the ceme- 
tery.

A feature of the ceremonies was the receipt 
by Gov. Deneen of the following telegram, which 
was sent to him by Mrs. Walter D. Lamar, pres-

“ e from the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy of Georgia; who rejoice that the 
God of battle has become the angel of peace, 
with healing in his wings and pronouncing the 
benediction of tears and love for the gray and

Addresses were made by Gov. Deneen and 
by Capt. J. J. Ryan of the United States gov- 
ernment, who on behalf of the federal authori- 
ties accepted the monument.

In his speech Gov. Deneen paid fitting tribute 
to the memory of the heroes in blue who years 
ago met their death in prison, in the service 
of their government.

School Boys to Visit Europe. 


With students from about thirty other pre- 
paratory schools, ‘several pupils of the Chicago 
Latin school will tour parts of Europe next 
summer.

“T am a father of nine children. My salary 
is $100 a month, My wife is a consumptive. I 
have never been ill and am large and strong. 
We live in our own home, valued at $7,000. 
All is paid except a first mortgage of $2,000, 
at 5% per cent. I could pay that off, only that 
I keep money in a bank, so that my wife may 
have every comfort while she lives, which 
may be for a day and maybe for a year. We 
cannot tell.

“My wite's mind ts as bright and well as 


her body is frail, and she and I plan together. 
Neither of us have any fear, trusting fully in 
God's promises and thinking anything that 
overtakes us he will give us strength to 
handle in his own way. That makes all things

“We have five children in school, and make 
each one care for her or his books, which we 
hand down, sell, or exchange, We dress the 
two oldest girls alike, and the material in 
their two dresses makes a dress in time for 
our third girl; and when she outgrows it our 
fourth daughter grows to it. She always 
spills ink, soup, or something happens to burn, 
tear, Or destroy all her clothing, so we hunt 
around for the goods left over, bought for 
four extra sleeves in the. first place, often un- 
used, and with other goods, bought for the 
Same reason and unused, we make our fift 
little girl a dress of one ‘trimmed with th 
other and a second dress just the other way. 
As she never wears out or hurts her clothes, 
we again use the two to make one, as she out- 
grows it, and later on make a Russian suit 
and bloomers for the third boy, next to the 
baby. We never have to buy much for the 
babies, as we keep everything. We never 
throw anything away. The two older boys’ 
clothes are also mad@ over from mine or of 
cloaks of the girl. Our eldest daughter does 
all the sewing and trims all the hats. Our 
second daughter is studying hard in the nor- 
mal school. Our third does all the running 
around, as to shopping, when samples and 
other things have been O. R.'d bythe family. 
We all ‘pull the cart together,’ and are in- 
terested in everything. 

“TI only allow $20 a month for dry groceries 
for us all, $10 for meat, $5 for green vege- 
tables. We have our bread made at home. 
We each eat two slices at dinner, all the pota- 
toes we wish; only those over 16 years have 
butter. We use all juices of meat for gravy, 
and the meat goes as far as it will reach, be- 
ginning with mother and myself. She is al- 
ways first and I must keep strong to care for 
her and the rest. Only those over 16 have tea 
or coffee. We only have coffee on Sunday 
morning, as it seems to make us feel dull. 
We buy knuckles of beef for soup, and make 
enough for two dinners and a luncheon at one 
time, always making it into vegetable soup 
and letting the pieces of meat mix freely as 
they become tender and leave the knuckles. 
On those two days we have what we call a 
‘steam duff* pudding. We also allow $5 a 
month for fresh fruit. Fresh or dried apples, 
according to the season, are used with plain 
bread dough steamed, and the apples are 
flavored with nutmeg, or cinnamon, or what- 
ever is decided on, and makes a juicy sauce 
for the ‘duff.’ Again, we buy shanks of mut- 
ton and roast with brown potatoes and gravy; 
have carrots chopped up fine, salt and pep- 
per, also a little milk if we can spare it. We 
take as little milk as we can possibly get 
along with. The milk and fuel cause the 
most thought, for we have to decide dally on 
the use of these two. The other items are de- 
cided on. We simply make those sums do, or 
we do without. We have rice pudding for one 
dinner, using only two eggs, sugar, flavoring, 


‘and water or any milk left over, mixed with 


water. We'have apple tapioca pudding at one 
dinner. We never buy anything out of season, 
and watch the market closely. We generally 
manage to get corn, tomatoes, sweet potatoes, 
apples, grapes, peaches, and eggs at their low- 
est. Our dinner is our only full meal. Our 
breakfasts, except mine, and lunches are very 
light indeed, the children under 16 having 
Hamburg tea, or, as those nearing 16 call it, 
‘Humbug tea,’ and bread, also any of three 
kinds of breakfast food. For lunch they have 
one fresh apple or fruit of some kind, two 
soda biscuits, a cookie of some kind, and this 
tea of hot water, sugar, and milk. The older 
ones have what they can get, sometimes ‘left- 
overs” (very seldom any, unless saved for a 
special purpose), sometimes an egg, slice of 
bacon, eta

under a famous woman. Scotch recipes, as I 
learned, are a good deal more like the French 
than are the English, and the following from 
her book may pe both seasonable and more 
European than American: 

Oyster Boulllon.—Two quarts of oysters, one 
quart (four cups) white stock, one onion, one 
celery stalk, salt and pepper, some whipped 
cream. Put the oysters into a casserole, add 
and the salt and pepper. Simmer gently for 
the white stock, the onion and celery chopped, 
one hour. Strain the soup, reheat it, and serve 
in earthenware bouillon cups, with a table- 
spoonful of whipped cream on the top of each.

GOOSE DEVILED EN CASSEROLE—One 
goose, potato stuffing, four tablespoons vine- 
gar, one tablespoonful white pepeper, two table- 
spoonfuls made mustard. After cleaning the 
goose and wiping it well with a damp cloth, 
plunge it into a saucepan of boiling water and 
boll gently for one hour. Take it from the 
saucepan, drain well, and wipe it very dry. 
Fill the body and neck with potato stuffing, 
truss and sew up, lay it in an earthenware pan, 
and roast in a very hot oven, allowing twenty 
minutes to every pound. Mix the vinegar, 
pepper, and mustard together, pour them over 
the goose, and baste it frequently. An old 
goose that can be cooked in no other way may 
be 80 dressed, two hours being allowed for the 
boiling instead of one hour. To make the po- 
tato..stuffing: Cook one chopped onion in a 
quarter of a cupful of salt pork’ cubes until 
brown, then add two cupfuls of hot mashed 5 


tatoes, salt and pepper to taste, half a tea- 
spoonful of poultry seasoning,‘one tablespoon- 
ful of chopped parsley, and one cupful of 
cooked sausages cut in pieces. Mix thoroughly, 
then stuff the goose with the mixture. 

COTTAGE PIE—Some cold potatoes, some 
cold chopped meat, a little dripping, a little 
gravy, salt and pepper to taste. Rice the po- 
tatoes or rub them through a sieve; butter a 
fireproof dish, put in alternate layers of pota- 
toes and megt, add a little pepper, salt, and 
gravy to ea layer; continue this until the 
dish is full, and have a good layer of potatoes 
for the top; mark the top with a fork, and put 
on a few pieces of butter or dripping. Bake a 
nice brown color and serve hot. 


The following dish originated in Ireland, I 
think; at any rate it is a favorite there: 


COLCANNON-—Six cupfuls boiled cabbage, 
three cupfuls mashed potatoes, three ounces 
(three heaping tablespoonfuls) butter, salt and 
pepper to taste, one-half pint (one cup) milk. 
Mix the cabbage, potatoes, half of the butter, 
milk, and the salt and pepper together with a 
fork. Put the mixture into a buttered earth- 
enware baking dish, place the rest of the butter 
on top, and bake for three-quarters of an hour 
in a fairly hot oven. Serev hot, alone or with 
meat of any kind. 


CHEESE FONDUE—One-half pound (two 
cupfuls) grated cheese, one saltspoonful of dry 
mustard, one heaping teaspoonful (one ounce) 
butter, one-half pint (one cup) milk, one-fourth 
pound (one cup) fine bread crumbs, two eggs, 
a dust of red pepper. Melt the butter in a 
fireproof dish, add the milk, bread crumbs, 
cheese, mustard, and seasonings. Stir con- 
stantly for five minutes, and then add the eggs 
well beaten. Serve hot.

WALL STREET GOSSIP. * 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—[Special.]—Fears of in- 
jury to the banking, monetary, or credit position 
of the financial district as a result of the investi- 
gation by the Pujo cémmittee were dissipated by 
Mr. Morgan’s testimony and the impressive gains 
im stocks today reflected this change of sepiiment 
as much as anything else in the depression re- 
cently prevalent in the street, the investigation 
of the mythical money trust has been considered 
one of the most important of the bearish factors. 
Today people awoke to the realization of the fact 
that its consequence had been greatly exaggerated, 
and that it might even be regarded as a favorable 
development in the respect that it may dispel many 
popular delusions regarding the operations of the 
big banks and banking houses and about the use- 
fulness of the stock exc 

Om the stock exchange, as elsewhere, there was 
a much more cheerfui feeling. Few of the brokers 
now apprehend legistiation which might impair 
the value of seats on the exchange, and some of 
them even look upon the investigation as likely to 
be ultimately beneficial to the exchange and to the 
brokerage business. One thing the investigation 
hase Already accomplished. It has aroused a senti- 
ment among members which, unless there is an 
entirely unexpected change meanwhile, will result 
in the success of the progressive element at the 
next election,

Calculations of the merits of the various se- 
curities in the Union Pacifig@ system have been 
more than ever confused by the proposal of Attor- 
ney General Wickersham regarding t lans for dis- 
solving or reorganizing the system The post- 
tion of Union Pacific preferred stock has been 
clarified to the extent that the preferred, as is 
now known, cannot have a share of the Southern 
Pacific stocks in case the Supreme court permits 
a distribution of that stock among all the Union 
Pacific stockholders. But if the Supreme court 
upholds the attorney genera], the Southern Pacific 
stock must be sold in some way or other and if 
then the proceeds are distributed among stock- 
holders, the preferred would probably participate 
in this distribution, such a distribution being a 
division of part of the assets of the company. In 
regard to Southern Pacific, which was most fancied 
by speculators immediately after the decision in 
the merger case, speculators cannot now tell 
whether or not large amounts of the stock are 
to be sold and whether or not such sales would 
greatly depress the price. As concerns Union 
Pacific: the attorney general has offered to permit 
the sale of its holdings of Southern Pacific among 
all the stockholders of Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific except the dominant holders of Union. In 
all the contingencies may result from the forth 
coming decision of the Supreme court, there is thus 
@mhundant material for speculation, plenty of 
chance for quick gains and quick losses,

The two days“ recovery in the stock market has 
brought the stocks back nearly 2 points on the 
average. To be precise, the industrials have 
scored an average advance of 2.19 per cent and 
the railroads a gain of 1.69 per cent. In individual 
instances the rally has, of course, been much 
greater. Union Pacific has advanced 10 points 
from the extreme low, Reading 11, Lehigh Valley 
6%, Smelters 6%, Steel 3%, and Amalgamated 41, 
points. Besides these there have been many sharp 
advances in less prominent issues, which are always 
subject to wider fluctuations than are the market 
leaders. 
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Although the upturn in the stock market coin- 
cided with the passing of the Balkan war scare as 
a disturbing element in the European markets and 
there has developed in financial circles abroad a 
decidedly optimistic feeling, it could not be said 
that the rise in stocks was helped along by any 
heavy repurchasing movement in this market by 
European speculators. On Thursday London sold 
a small quantity of sticks here, and yesterday s 
arbitrage transactions were about equally divided 
between purchases and sales. This indisposition on 
the part of foreigners to take on American stocks 
is easily enough explained. The markets abroad 
are entirely overshadowed by the pending Christ- 
mas holidays. 
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F. A. Delano, president and receiver of the 
Wabash, was quoted as estimating Decemper gross 
earnings $160,000 above last year and commenting 
on prospects as followe: 

The outlook for a continuance of heavy traffic 
is excellent, but the management is putting all of 
the gain in revenues back into the property in 
the shape of increased maintenance expenditures.

SMALL SHORT COVERING. 


Issues of All Descriptions Ad- 
vance; U. P. Shares Jump 
Three Points. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—In the strength and 
breadth of today’s movement in stocks there were 
indications of a readjustment of the speculative 


position along more favorable lines. The upturn 
' was more convincing than yesterday's by reason 


of its inclusive character and the sustained firm- 
ness of the market throughout the day’s trading. 

While it was apparent that. covering of short 
contracts entered Into during the recent decline was 
partly responsible for the strength of the market, 
the upward trend was too broad and resolute te 
be attributed to speculative confidence. 

Stocks of all descriptions, including the rail- 
roads, the steel and copper shares, and 
laneous industrials, shared in the rise.

Jurist Holds Consumer Entitled 
to Know Exactly What He 


Is Buying.

to a decision handed down by Jurge Landis | 


The decision affects the entire citrus fra‘t 
industry of California and Florida. Its ef- 
fect is to put a stop te the practice of 
„ eating green fruit and placing it on 
the market as superior articles of food. The 
eave is the first of its kind on record. 


Seeks to Stop Adulteration. 

“There are two things the pure food law 
seeks to prevent—misbranding and adultera- 
tion,“ said Judge Landis in giving his de- 
cision. 

“The general purpose of the law Is to give 
the consumer, not the expert in any line of 
business, but the ultimate consumer a chance 
to know what he buys and eats.” 

The confiscated cars contain 480,000 
oranges, valued by the shippers at 510,000 
The court will enter an order this morning 
as to the disposition of the fruit. It is likely 
that the fruit will be sold under a label 
stating they are “sweated,” or of an in- 
ferior grade. 


Calls Oranges Poor Stuff. 

“T have tasted some of these oranges, and 
@ good deal of them are pretty poor stuff,” 
said Judge Landis. “I once had a grocery 
store myself. But I will not destroy the 
fruit. If I should do that I ought to be in- 
dicted myself.” 

The government attaches much impor- 
tamce to the case, as a majority of the 
oranges shipped from the Lindsay district 
in the last two yeare have been sweated. 
The shippers of the confiscated fruit are all
